District against F. A. Jackson, treas- 
, urer of Greene County.

brought an injunction suit in Com­ 


mon Pleas Court to prevent codec- ] 
lion of an assessm ent levied by coun-1 
oil of the village, abutting upon and 
adjacent to the lands owned by the 
school district. Trial court dismissed 
the petition and the board prosecut­ 
ed error. 
In tho opinion 
of the Appellate 
Court, the sole question relates to 
the power of the village to make an 
assessm ent 
for 
special 
benefits 
against the education board arid it 
was held in an early case by tile 
state supreme court that Bitch an 
assessm ent could not be made. 
No 
change has since been made in the 
statute to supercede the decision of 
the supreme court, it held. 
Counsel for defendant in error re­ 
ferred to a section In the law which 
m akes it obligatory upon the board 
of education to m ake a levy to pay 


the judgment, but it would be neces­ 
sary in order to obtain the benefit of 
the section for the. village to first 
obtain a judgment, the higher court 
held. 
In default of power to make the 
assessm ent, no legal judgment could 
be 
obtained, 
so 
that the amended 
section would not add anything, in 
the present case, to the law a’s it 
formerly existed, or in other words, 
the amendment would not validate 
the assessm ent, the court ruled.

admitted 
there is a measure of Justice i x the 
contention of the village that 
the 
education board should pay its pro­ 
per share of tho Improvements men­ 
tioned, but in view of the state law, 
these assessm ents cannot be render 
cd valid in the absence of legisla­ 
tion expressly providing for them.

increase in the number of magazines devoted to short 
stories of a rather trashy sort to believe that the taste of the 
American reading public has degenerated, the reports sub­ 
mitted by libraries as to the kind of books now most in de­ 
mand may cause them to change their minds.

likes and dislikes of th* people, however, consideration must 
he given to the fact that the libraries as a rule exclude from 
their shelves unworthy publications and those which, if not 
downright meretricious are at least hardly deserving of be­ 
ing classed .as good l i g a t u r e .

And it is encouraging to note that there 
has been an increase in the demand for books that are not 
intended merely to enteitain.

The errors in dict that cause pre­ 
mature aging arc chiefly tho:c that ! 
have to do with the quantity of food 
paten. There are, However, some well 
recognized dietetic 
laws that 
indi­ 
cate what loocb should be Used and 
which should be omitted or decreased 
as out advances in \ears. 
first among these foods which the 
old should use sparingly arc the heavy 
meats. 
There are two well recog 
nixed 
physiological 
indications 
that 
heavy meats are not required in the 
later period of life. 
One is the de 
cay of the teeth. 
LH course it does 
not follow that loss of teeth must 
occur, even in old age; many people 
retain them. 
However, all foods ex­ 
cept the heavy Acuts 
may be so 
selected or prepared that they can be 
properly mixed with the saliva in the 
mouth and thus prepared for the di­ 
gestion without teeth. 
The dentist, 
by very skillfully replacing .the natural 
teeth, performs a valuable service* to 
our appearance and comfort; but iii 
rendering it possible tor the aged to 
continue the meat diet of vigorous 
middle life he may often work actual 
injury. 
The more positive indications that 
meat is superfluous to the old is to 
bo found in the prevalence of kidney 
trouble and the frequency with which 
this cause- death in the 'atter part of 
life. 
The chief chemical element of lean 
meat is nitrogen, and the secretion 
from the body of this element in the 
form of urea is tile chief function of 
the kidneys. 
By the continued heavy 
use of meat the kidneys are overtaxed, 
resulting in their breakdown and tile 
retention of the nitrogenous elements 
which poison the body. 
Sufficient 
protein, 
or 
nitrogenous 
food elements, ran always Im* -eeured 
in more digestible form from eggs. 
milk, nuts and grain. 
Where these 
foods are taken in sufficient quantity 
there is no positive need for me. f in 
the diet at any time. 
During the early 
period of growth arid the activities 
of early manhood tile need for meats 
to supply protein for the growth and 
replacing of tissues is much greater 
than in advanced* years, when growth 
has altogether ceased and the rate of 
the replacement of tissues is mijrh 
dower. 
The diet for old age should, there 
tore. be chiefly vegetarian 
I he an 
ima! foods that are consumed should 
be of the more easily digestible fm-m.
